Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
nnaking and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a plurality of polishing pads, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for a single polishing pad. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The 
specification and drawings show a chemical mechanical polishing machine 100 
including three polishing pads 113 and claim 17 cites a single polishing pad. The term 
"single" is defined as "one only" or "unaccompanied by others". 



3. Claims 1-16 and 18-27 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: prior art of record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious, a leaf structure including a pair of carrier devices 
designed to hold a pair of workpieces being polished substantially at the same time or 
together on a polishing area, in combination with the rest of the limitations in claims 1 , 9, 
18, 23 and 24; prior art of record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious, a leaf structure having a pair of fingers including a

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carrier device for holding a workpiece and applying the workpiece onto a polishing area 
and having a stop to prevent the leaf structure from colliding as the leaf structure rotates 
about a turret, in combination with the rest of the limitations in claims 25 and 27; prior 
art of record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious, each carrier device including a upper stop assembly configured to 
absorb a sudden movement of the carrier in a z-direction, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations in claim 26. 



5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
